Nazi Intrigue 


Searcely a day pusses but some 
new evidence is brought to light to 
the world-wide rimifications of the 
Hitler conspiracy against all anane 
kind. The latest is fo be found in 
the vast Fifth Column plot which 
was being hatched oon the soil of 
Uruguay with typical Nazi treachery 
and thorouyhness, A mass of docu- 
mentary material captured by the 
police, 
of Deputies is stated to show that 
the plan was-to seize the administra- 
tion and to reduce the country to, the 
status of a German colony. The 
Putsch was to be carcied through by 
lucally organised Nazis with the ald 
of reinforcements from across. the 
Argentine border, and even the pro- 
spective Gauleiter hod already, been 
appokited. Strong evidence puints to 
the German Legation being. the centre 
of the plot and abusing its diplomatic 
immunity in order to fil} the subver- 
sive role which is now the principal 
business of German Legutions every- 
where, ‘. 

It is not diMcult to plece together 
the broad — strategie scheme within 
which the Uruguayan plot was 
designed to fit. Hitler would like, if 
he could, to turn most of Europe into 
a German - Protectorate, to annex 
most of Africa and many of the 
British naval bases in the five sens. 
It is an aim which he will certainly 
be prevented from achieving. But 
he culculates that if It were to succeed 
the moment would shortly be ripe 
for a yrand onslaught on the Western 
Hemisphere. To, this end he must 
prepare his advanced ~~ post on 
American soll, and what more fitting 
base than the little Southern  Re- 
public on the estuary of the River 
Plate? Uruguay was, in fnet, to 
play a part analogous to that of the 
tanks In his fleld tactics which ‘estab- 
lish and hold a forward position in 
the enemy's territory untll his main 
forces ore able to follow up and con- 
solidate. From this ndvanced _ post 
one after another of the South 
Amerienn Republics ‘all riddled by 
his Fifth Colunin, would be dragged 
Anto the Nazi net. * 

In on interview with an American 
journnlist 2 few days ago Hitler pre- 
tended to laugh off the Fifth Column 
as'“stupid and fantastic” and _attri- 
buted the whole story to “the Imagi- 
nation of propagandists.” . That was 
audacious enough after what oll the 
world knows, on the. most irrefrag- 
able testimony, about Norway and 
Holland. In the lght‘of the Urugua- 
yan -revelations, no jess so, was his 
declaration’ that Jhis policy | was 
“America for the Americans * and 
Europe for the Europeans.”. It is 
clear for all to see that he Js in- 
triguing against America with the 
same .unscrupulousness and . perfidy 
which he employed - against’ - the 
Ubertles of Europe. ..

I write this Ietter as one who has 
had intimate knowledge. of the pre~ 
parations made far the reception of 
the evacuces and of the manner 
plans, were carried out for the hous- 
ing and. feeding of the women and 
children. In connection with my 
work ,as city editor of this paper, 
1 was drafted to handle press 
relations work for the Red Cross 
fund drive in July and, as such, 7 
found it riceessary to handle press re= 
lations worl: for the Red Cross in 
connection with the handling of the 
evacuees. 1 was, therefore, filly in- 
formed on everything that was done 
for the evacuees, from the time world 
was first received here that they were 
coming. : 

{ would be the last.person to denv 
that there were flaws and cnses of 
eficiency in the execution of the 
plans for the evacuees,’ but these 
cases were the exception rather than 
the rule and were to be expected, 
vonsidering the brief tlme given for 
preparations and the number «of 
evacuees who had to be received, 
housed, fed und, in many Instances, 
clothed, 

In the matter of accommodations, 
perhaps muny of the houses were not 
up to the standard that the women 
and children had been’ accustomed 
to in Hongkong, especially in the 
matter of privacy, as in the case of 
the Army'barracks at Fort McKinley. 
But it must -be remembered that 
when u hundred women and children 
are housed in buildings not originally 
designed to accommodate that many, 
there cannot be perfect arrangements 
in the way of bedrooms, bathrooms, 
cte.. 
. The chief concern of the authorl- 
ties was the matter of sanitation and 
food und, in my opinion, despite what 
some of the women wrote back home, 
thelr temporary homes were kept 
comparatively clean and sanitary and 
the food served them was wholesome 
and plentiful. I personally went 
around the various houses avhere 
evacuces were necommodated and in- 
quired into their complaints and. 
grievances. The general complaint 
was that the food was cold when 
served, This we promptly remedied 
by installing additional stoves, On 
numerous occasions when the women 
comphined that thelr supper was not 
up to standard, the caterer promptly 
sent over legs of ham and bread so 
that they may have a tate snack 
before going to bed. Tea wag served 
at all hours of the day the evacuees 
demanded it. 

Some women wrote back about 
their accommodation In the Walled 
City (old Spanish section) which 
some of them = called ‘filthy’ and 
worse than Wanchoi. The Walled 
Clty is the oldest section of Manila 
and the houses are closer together 
than they are in the newer scctions, 
but to compare it with. Wanchai... . 
T think that was going a bit too fart 

I personally drove many of the 
children and their mothers around in 
my car, 60 that they may see the 
different sections of the city on sunny 
mornings, and thelr common com~ 
ment was that Manila looked greener, 
healthier, much cleaner than Hong- 
kong. : : 

Perhaps allowance should be made 
for the highly nervous condition of 
some of the women which, undoubt- 
edly, was responsible. for their 
writing buck morbid letters about 
their treatment [In Manila, The best 
reply to these criticisms is the 
voluminous ‘file of cables und letters 
from Hongkong authorities as well 
as individual citizens thanking. the 
Red Cross and Manila officials for the 
kindness and ‘excellent care given the 
evacuces. This same file contains 
tiundreds of letters written by women 
to the Red Cross expressing. . their 
satisfaction over the arrangements 
made for them here. é 

This, however, ls secondary. The 
main polnt I wanted to bring out in 
this letter is the danger of spoiling 
the kindly, fecling which Manila has 
had for the -evacuces which may 
bring as an-. evacuation center : for

The Evacuation 


To the Editor, ad : 

‘ The “Hongkong Telegraph,’ 

Sir,—I am, taking the liberty cf 
enclosing.o clipping from to-day's 
issue ‘of the Phillppines ‘Herald, a 
ManiIn daily, which is self-explana- 
tory. : 
| This letter {a being written in the 
aplrjt of one newspaperman to an- 
other and ‘not  necessnrily for 
publication, unless $n your opinton 
Its publication, In full or fn part, 
will help ‘to assure  husbunds Jn 
Hongkong that thelr families have 
not really been treated In Manila as 
badly as some of them painted it in 
thelr letters home. : ‘ 

Before proceeding,,may I polnt out 
the detrimental effects the publica- 
tlon. of the letters (or excerpts of 
thom) in the Hongkong papers wil 
cause In Manila. Up to this polnt 
Manila, Including Philippine govern 
ment .oMctals, the Red Cross, United 
States and Philippine Army authori- 
tles, and hundreds of civitan men 
ond women, have had nothing but 
the deepest sympathy and = friend- 
Mness for the several thousand 
women and children who were forced 
to-lenve thelr homes in’ Hongkong 
by the emergency In the crown 
colany. They have co-operated and 
Jaboured day and night to give the 
evacuees the best possible trentment 
permitted by the circumstances at- 
tending their coming, At this 
montent, these same authorities are 
co-operating, in sending the women 
and children off to thelr new destinu- 
‘tions in Australia with the Jeast pos- 
sible, discomfort and in a much 
better frame of mind than when they 
arrived. 1 am afraid, however, thit 
the publication of the letters sent 
vack ta Hongkong will make a tre- 
mendous difference in the way thesc 
authorities und volunteer workers 
will feel towards the evacuees, 

T write this letter as one who has 
had Intimate knowledge of the pre-| 
parntions made for the reception of 
the evuecuces 
plains were carried out for the hous- 
ing ond feeding. of the women and 
children, In connectlon with my 
work us city editor of this paper, 
T owas drafted to handle press 
relations work for the, Red Cross 
fund drive in July and, as such, 1 
found it necessary to handle press re- 
lations work far ‘the Red Cross in 
‘connection with the handling of the 
evacuees, Twas, therefore, fully In- 
formed on everything that was done 
for the evacuees, from the time world 
was rst received here that they were 
coming, 

I would*be the Iast person to deny 
that there were flaws and cases’ of 
eficiency ‘in the execution of the 
plans ‘for .the evacuees, but these 
cases were the exception rather than 
the rule and were to be expected, 
considering the brief time given for 
preparations and the number of 
evacuees who had to be received, 
housed, .fed und, in many instances, 
clothed, : 5 
In the matter of accommadaations, 
perhaps muny of the houses were not 
up to the standard that the women 
and children had -been accustomed 
to in Hongkong, especially in the 
matter of privacy, as in thé case of 
the Army barracks at Fort McKinley. 
But it must be remembered 
when a hundred women and children 
ace housed in bulldings not originally 


designed to accommodate that, many, |. 


there cannot be perfect arrangements 
Hy the way of bedrooms, bathrooms, 
ete. 

The chief concern of the authorl- 
ties was the matter of sanitation und 
food-and,-in-my opinion; despite-what 
some of the women wrote back home, 
thelr temporary homes were kept 


comparatively clean and sanitary and |. 


the food served them was wholesome 
and plentiful. I personally went 
around the various houses where 
evacuces were necommodated und In- 
quired Into -their complaints and 
grievances, The general complaint 
was that the food: was cold when 
served,’ This we promptly remedied 
by installing additional stoves, On 
numerous occasions when the women 
complained that thelr supper was not 
up -to standard, the cateror promptly 
sent over legs of ham und brend so 
that they may have a late snock 
before going to bed... Ten was served 
at all hours of the doy the evacuees 
demanded it,‘ 

Some - women ‘wrote back about 
their accommodation in the Willed 
City (old Spanish = section) which 
some of them called ‘flthy’ and 
worse than Wanchai. The Walled

is The Evacuation

Sir—t1I am taking ‘the Hberty cf 
enclosing a clipping frem_ to-day's 
iasue of the Philippines Herald, o 
Manils daily, which is self-cxplana- 
tory. . . 

This letter Is being written In the 
spirit of one newspapermun to an- 
other ind not necessarily for 
publication, unless Jn your opinion 
ifs publication, in full or In_ part, 
will help to assure husbunds in 
Hongkong that thelr families have 
not really been tréated in Manila ns 
badly as some of thent painted Jt in 
their letters home. 

Before proceeding, may I polnt out 
the detrimental effects’ the publica- 
tion of the letters (or excerpts of 
them) in the Honkong papers will 
cause In Munilo, Up to this point 
Manila, including Philippine govern 
ment officinls, the Red Cross, United 
States and Philippine Army authorl- 
tles, -and hundreds -of. civilian men 
and women, have had nothing but 
the deepest sympathy and friend- 
liness for the several thousand 
women and children who were forced 
to leave their homes in Hongkong 
by the ‘emergency in’ the crown 
colony. They bave co-operated and 
laboured diy and night to give the 
evacuees the best possible treatment 
permitted by. -the clreumstances at. 
fending their . coming. At — this 
moment, hese same authorities are 
co-operating in sending the women 
and children off to thelr new destina- 
tions in Australia with the least pos- 
sible discomfort and in a nuch 
betler frame of mind than when thes 
urrived. 1 am afraid, however, that 
the publication of the letters sent 
back to Hongkong will make ao tree 
mendous difference In the way these 
nuthorities and volunteer workers 
will feel lowards the evacuees. : 

I write this letter ax one who has 
had intimate knowledge of the pre- 
parations made far the reception of 
the evacuees und: of the munner 
plans were carried out for the hous- 
ing, and, feeding of the women and 
children. In connection with my 
work as city editor of thls paper, 
I owas drafted to handle press 
relations work for the Red Cross 
fund drive in July and, as such, 1 
found it necessury to handle press re- 
lations work for the Red Cross Jn 
connection with the handling of the 
evacuees, «I was, therefore, fully in- 
formed on everything: that was done 
for the evacuces, from the time world 
was first received here that they were 
coming, 

I. would be the Inst person to deny 
that there were flaws and cases of 
eMciency in the execution of the 
plans for. the evacuces, but these 
cases were the exception rather than 
the rule‘and were to be expected, 
considering the brief time given for 
preparations and the number of 
evacuecs who had to be received, 
housed, fed tind, in many instances. 
clothed. : 

In the matter of accommodations, 
perhaps miny of the houses were not 
up tu the standard that the women 
aud children had been accustomed 
to in Hongkong, especially in the 
matter of privacy, as in the case of 
the Army barracks at Fort McltinIcy. 
But it must) be * remembered — that 
when a hundred women and children 


are housed in buildings not originally 
desismed ty accommodate that many, 
there cannol be perfect arrangements 
in the way of bedrooms, bathrooms, 
ete,

lies was the matter of sanitation and 
food and, in my opinion, despite what 
some of the women wrote buck home, 
their temporary homes were © kept 
comparatively clean and sanitary and 
the food served them was wholesome 
and plentiful. I personally went 
around the varlous houses . where 
modated and in- 

complaints and 

The general complaint 

r that the food was cold when 
served, This we promptly remedied 
by installing additlonal stoves. On 
numerous occasions when the women 
complained that their supper was not 
up to stundard, the caterer promptly 
sent over legs of ham and bread so 
that they may have o late snack 
before gaing to bed, Tea was served 
at all hours of the day the evacuees

Some women wrote back about 
their accommodation in the Walled 
City (old Spanish section) — which 
some of them called ‘filthy’ and 
worse than Wanchai, The Walled 
City is the oldest section of Manila 
and the houses are closer together 
than they are in the newer ‘sections, 
but to compare It with Wanchai... 
I think that was going a bit too far! 

I personally drove many of the 
children ahd their mothers around in 
my var, 50 that they may sce the 
different sections of the city on sunny 
mornings, and thelr common com- 
ment was that Manila looked greener, 
healthier, much cleaner than Hong- 
kong. ° 

Perhaps allowance should be made 
for the highly nervous condition of 
some of the women which, undoubt- 
edly, was responsible for their 
writing back: morbid letters obout 
their treatment in: Mantla, The best 
reply to these criticisms is the 
voluminous file of cables and Ictters 
from Hongkong authorities as well 
as indfvidual. citizens thanking the 
Red Cross and Manils officials for the 
kindness and excellent care given the 
evacuces, This same file contains 
hundreds of letters written by women 
to the Red Cross expressing thelr 
sntisfaction over. the. arrangements 
made for them here. . : 

The 
main point I wanted to bring out in 
this letter Ja the danger of spoiling 
the kindly feeling which Manila has 
[naa for the evacuees which may 
bring as ah .evacuation centor for 
cross colon ;
